JCkw Yokic, March 'J5. — Eliot F.^Shcp- 
arJ, editor of the Alail and Express, died 
suddenly yesterday afternoon. He was born 
ill J .iniestown, Chautauqua cnunty, N. Y., 
iJuly -i.'), l,s:! !. Ho was admitted to the 
bur of New Vorlc city in 1S,")S and was the 
founder of tlic N. V. State liar as-;oeiatirm 
in ]H7l), which liaa formed tlie model for the 
organization of similir or[;aniz»tions in 
other States. In March, ISSS, he purchased 
tlie New York M iil and H.^preaa. Air. 
She|)urd'a deatli fdllowed the administration 
of ether by (jhysicians, who were about to 
iiiako un examination to ascertain whether 
or not the auHjiicinn that he was mffiriD^ 
from stone in the bladder was correct. 

Chaunoey il. Depew, speaking of his 
death, siid: *'It was (hockingly sadden 
and unexpected.

— Tho text of the 
Limed Goods Act Amendment bill ns 
ssed by the Senate is as follows: Sub- 
Section 1 of Section 2, Chapter 105, Re- 
vised Statutes of Canada ia repealed and the 
following aubatituted Uierefnru " ICxcept in 
the ease of goods packu'd previously lo the 
lirst day of August, ISD.'i, every package of 
canned goods sold or oll'.-red for sale in Can- 
ada, whether for consumption in or export 
from Canada, shall have attached thereto or 
imprinted or impressed thereon a. label con- 
taining the word ' Canada,' and setting 
forth in legible letters the nunio and udreas 
of the person, firm or company by wdioni it 
wua packed, and the year of packing there- 
of." Tno act ia further amended by adding 
the following section thereto, " Upon any 
conviction under this Act, one moiety of 
the penalty shall b-^long to the person who 
laid the information." 

Further talegrams have been received 
from British Columbia cannera respecting 
the bill beloro Parliament. Hon. Mr. 
Bowell has promised amendments which 
would meet the views of the salmon trade.

Col. Prior informed me that there are 
good protpectB for the appropriation of 
$100,000 for new pnblio' buildings at Yio- 

toria. 

Hon. Mr. Daly is considering a proposal 
to bring out 500 domestic Servants from 
Great IJrituin, the Qovernment paying half 
the transportation and the steamship com- 
panies the other half. • 

Tho Railway committee this morning 
■passed the twenty foot canal schedule but 
limiting the tolls lo 10 cents per ton on sec- 
tions paralleling the present Canadian 
canals, which it is thought will kill the pio- 
ject. 

In the House of Commona Hon. Mr. 
Putterson iiitniduced a bill this ufternoou 
lo legalize the iiujduy ii.eut of additional 
professors in the Koy.il Military College. 

Hon Mr. Foster stuled that he would 
deOnitely am ounce on Mondny wliether or 
not Parliament would be asked to ratify 
the French treaty this session. 

On motion to go into supply, Mr. Charl- 
ton made a long speech in favor of the 
adoption of a two cents postage rate. He 
reviewed the hi.story of cheap postage be- 
tween (licit liritaiii and the United States. 
He showed that the reduction of revenue in 
the United Slates caused by the reduction 
of postage had been very small, and argued 
that the same thing would occur in C"anada 
if a two cent rate were adopted. 

Sir Adolpho Caron said he had carefully 
studied the question, and the result did not 
justify him in recommending a reduction at 
present. Considering her territory, Canada 
had the beat poatiil syateiii in the world. 
Judging from tho resulla in other countries 
he estimated that tho annual loss to tho 
Dominion would be three quarters of a 
million dollars. 

Col. Prior then moved an amendment to 
the effect that all members of the perman- 
ent force in Canada should bo placed on the 
pension list. He said the elhcienoy of the 
whole militia force depended in a ver^ large 
degree on the permanent corps, and some pro- 
vision should be made for officers and men 
whose remuneration was not large in pro- 
portion to their services. He made an able 
and vigorous address. 

Sir Adolphe Caron said nothing could 
more conduce to the efficiency of the perman- 
ent corps than to make provision for pen- 
sions. When Minister of Militia he 
had prepared a bill for this purpose, 
bused on the Imperial Pension Act, but with 
somewhat smaller pensiouc. Ho thought it 
only right that the permanent corps should 
be pensioned, aa the mounted police were. 
It was rather late in the session to lake ihe 
matter up, and ho hoped Col. Prior would 
renew hia motion next year. 

Hon. Mr. Patterson, who was not in tho 
Ilouae when the motion was made, said he 
would bring the matter uuder the considera 
Lion of hia colleagues. 

Hon. Mr. Iluggart fully explained the 
changes in tho Intercolonial railway man 
ageinent. Ho expected that in place of a 
deficit of §600,000 last year, there would be 
a slight surplus this year. 
The House adjourned at 6 o'clock.

Joha-Benedikson, ' k^^erpt^^ 
a union' sailors' boarding house. It ia ol-'' 
Icged that tho men signed in a saloon in 
Victoria, were brought over on a 
British tug and pUced on the ves- 
sel in violation of tho contract labor 
law. Tho case is one involving a delicate 
point of intei national law. A United 
.States Ccnimissioner boarded the vessel to- 
day and the men acknowledged their 
signatures before him. One of them im- 
mediately came ashore and applied to the 
British Consul for advioe. Consul Klooker 
gave him the opinion that he was not com- 
pelled to ship if he did not want to do so.. 
The man claims that . he acknowledged bis 
signature only so that be could come ashore 
and make a complaint. The streets and - . 
wharves all afternoon were crowded with 
sailors and trouble, is expected every 1 
moment. The union men probably have . 
the best side of the argument. The case, 
comes up for trial on Monday.

Frosri'anime of the Services and a 
Brief Descrii)tioii of the 
« Buililiug. 

Out at Spring Ridge, just at the corner 
of Fern wood road aud Chatham street, whore 
tho tramway lino ends, ia tho pretty little 
edifice which to-day will be formally dedi- 
cated as the Emmanuel Baptist church. It 
is a neat frame building with bell tower Ot 
tho corner and entrances on the two streets, 
ond while presenting every appearance of 
careful construction and planning, the 
external appearance does not give much of 
an idea of the interior. Once inside though 
the visitor is struck with the combined com- 
pactness, chasteneaa and ornamentation. 
The 11 .or downstairs slopes gradually to- 
wards tho platform, the soata being arranged 
in amphitheatre style, with throe aisles 
aud amplo room between tho rows. 
Uptaira there is a gallery, low, 
broad, cai)aeinu3 and well lighted, 
three large semi-circular windows being at 
the back of each of the aides of tho ehuicli. 
This g dlery enmmands from every part a 
good view of the ])latfi)rm and choir, the 
latter being behind the jinlpi' and on either 
side of the organ. Hi.-hind this is ihe ba[)- 
tismal tank. It, is set in the wall, llie 
entrances being from the aides. At the 
back of the alcove in which the tank is set 
is a very pretty river scene, painted last 
week by Dr. Krnoat Hall. The aides and 
front of tho alcove are draped with i)hish 
and hangings so that a handsome back- 
ground scene is formed. At tho left of the 
platform aud behind ia a small class-room, 
and on tho opposite side another room 
which may bo used aa a vestry. 

Tho church ia handaomely carpeted 
throughout, and seated with opera chairs. 
The finishing of the building ia light wo mI 
aud antique oak, which with tho rouijli kii.1- 
sominod walls make the interior very 
chaste in appearance. The seating capacity 
will* be about 500, Bome| 325 downstairs 
and the balance in the gallery. Mr. Thos. 
Hooper was architect, and tho result of his 
work has been a structuro which will com- 
pare very favorably with anything of its 
si7.e in Victoria. The total cost was in the 
neighborhood of $7,500.

' Vlsils Vlctoiia— Incidents of 
Jlis Career. 

Around tlio World AVitli Music aud 
* Mae:ic— Faiii()U3 Artists in 
Many Lauds. 



Among tho gueata ab the Hotel Victoria 
tbia week ia a dapper little man ^ho be- 
neath bia quiet exterior aeems to be a bun- 
dle of electrical muaolea and nervea — R. S. 
Smytho, of Welbourno, Auatralia— "the 
groat Sinythe, tho much-travelled Smythe, 
tho Moliko of managers," ug Archibald 
Forbea delights to call him. Mr. Smytlie'a 
otnve is familiar all over the world ua that 
of a man who has made aa much money for 
himself and for othnra as anyone in tho 
managerial profession, who ia cbristened 
" the king of managers " in Australia, who 
baa piloted all the chief artistea and 
lecturers who have visited that country, 
i\u<} \yhr: caa boaat of having done more 
travelling than perhaps any other living 

nil'"' 

Mr. Hmylliu !iaa led i\ fouiaiitic, nonuulic 
and [)tctiuea(|Ue life. He w»a bora in Lju- 
doii fioino time iign — for he wc;nt out to 
Austriilia. in lS,"i,"), und wiia eoiinioLcd with 
tho Coloiiiul lii Lsa until ISG'2. 

" I \vu3 the editor of tlui lirat ilhistriited 
paper ever pulUi.shed in (Imt p irt of tint 
world," ho expliiiiis in coiiver.-^utiou. " Up 
till lhat tin)u \vu luul a curious system ut. 
the Antipodes. A ahecc of letter-i)ai>er wiia 
tilled on one aidi.^ with pi inlod news luul a 
picture of aomu i^oloiuul aikuie or event, tlio 
other .slu;t-l buin^ lift 11 udc for t he curna- 
pondeul to write to hia fricnda upon. In 
this wiiy people iit home got aouie lltth: 
instruciioii ua to our doings ubioad. 1 he 
proprietor of tho Illustrated I 'oat. devidoped 
tho idea, und started the paper which I 
edited." 

"And what induced you to ob.indon 
journalism for your present work ?" was 
asked. 

" I had an impression that the taking 
over of tho Government of India by the 
Queen, and tlio opening of tho treaty ports 
in China und Japan, would make the Fur 
East a splendid Held for exploiting good 
talent. I took niy first company from Syd- 
ney to Shanghai, hut tho cholera was rag- 
ing when we arrived. People were dying 
at the rate of several hundreds a day, und 
the members of my company wore uhnoat 
frightened to death. By the advice of Mr. 
Henry Dent, a rich young merchant. I de- 
termined to go to Japan, and we took ahip 
for Nagasaki. In croeaing from Shanghai 
we were caught in the typhoon on the brink 
of which the action of Kagoaima waa fought 
by the allied fleet, when both captain and 
commander of the admiral's ship, the Burya- 
lua, were killed by the same cannon shot. 
Admiral Kuyper was also on the bridge, 
but happened at the moment to bo stooping, 
epeoking to an oiiicer on deck. 

"Giving to tho terrible weather, tho pas- 
sage took thirteen days instead of two, and 
overytliiug on board waa eaten and drunk. 
There being, of course, no public hall, the 
concerts wore givtn in the drawing-room of 
Mr. Loureiro, the Portuguese consul, who 
also provided wines and refrtshnienta for 
the visitors, nod the Kuaaiiin ndniiral al- 
lowed hia band to jjlay in thegardena of the 
bung.dow. As there waa no newspaper or 
T)riniing office, 1 sot up the prngrammea 
myself, one of tho merchants having a font 
of typo. We charged five dollars udmia- 
si )u, equal to about a guinea of English 
money." 

" Were there triany people in Kugaaaki 
then '; " 

" The residents conaiated principally of 
mDrchanta and their cli-rka, several of wlioni 
were Gerniuna ; and Ije.sjilca tlicMc, there waa 
a considerable Dutch population in IJe.iima, 
where theDutoh merchants aiul their funiilita 
had formerly been ahut up for -00 ye ira, 
not being allowed to go into the .Japaueae 
town. There were also some meii of war in 
the harbor, tho Uritish shipa being the 
Leopard and the Rattler. Everybody came 
armed to the oneerts, for it was only u 
little time before that Mr. Laurence Oli- 
phant had a narrow esoipo of hia life." 

How many did your company con- 
sist of J " 

"A magician (who subsequently became 
the famous Dr. Lynn, of the. Egyptian 
Hall), a soprano voualiat, and a Scotch 
pianist named Chiaholm, who afterwards 
took Chang the giunt from China to Eng- 
land, and cot him preaented to the Princess 
of Wales." 

Finding that music and magic made 
a happy combination, Mr. Smythe 
went from Nagasaki to Yokohama with 
hia attraction, and thence to Shanghai and 
Foo-Chow, tho latter then, as now, the 
great English and American mieaionary 
station. At Hongkong, Agostino Rabbio, a 
pupil of I'aganini, was met ; then came 
.Singapore - I'enung -Colombo. From Coloni- 
ho "tho company" drove to K mdy and us 
far as >iewer:idia, where Mr. Sinythe 
strengthened hin attraction by tho atidition 
of M. Horace I'ous.-iard, the vinliuiat, and ii 
contralto aoloiat who hail arrived with him 
from Australia. I'rom Celyon the company 
travelled through linmbay, Sciiiile and the 
I'uujanb, going as far uu I'eahawnr, calling 
at the principal Himalayan atacioiis on the 
way to Calcutti, playing at Madraa, and 
bringing ilu Indian tour to u close at I'ou- 
dicheiry, the f^lapitui of the French Indiea, 
where, naturally M. Pouaaard WttB received 
with rnthuaiiiam. 

" Where did you go after you left India," 
was aukcd. 

"To Mauritius. When we arrivnl at 
Port Louis, the capital, fever was uoidinat- 
ing the inhabitunta. Everybody in ilm 
streets was in mourning. One d.y 
more than 400 died, and the scourge seri- 
ously afTected tlie att<;ndanco at our con- 
certs. Aa tho rent of the theatre, which 
belongs to the Municipal corporation, was 
only u small percentage of tho receipts, 
which was givtn to the poor, and as advor- 
tiaements of public amuaements in that en- 
lightened bu' badly drained city were in- 
serted gratuitously (manogers being re- 
garded as philantmropiat!-), I should have 
liked to have mudo a long stay ; but to get 
away from the epidemic as quickly as pus- 
sible, wo went in a Bailing veasel to tho 
Cape of Good Hope." 

Moro than forty concerts wore given be- 
fore the company left Capo Town. Then 
they crossed the Orange river, being the 
pioneer entertainers in that Btaliun. Very 
high prices were cliargcd in the Orangf 
Free Stale, but the paper currency waa at 
per ceiil. diKiouiil. Metal money waa 
very scarce uiul people were met who hiul 
never even act n any. The mi ill change of 
the 111 public c .naii-tcd of bits] of jnipcr 
culled " g.iud-for.-i," which Ilu; rchidenta 
either wrote for theina^ lvca or h ul iii inti d. 

Then Mr. Sniyi he wmtto ICiigliiml with 
M. Piuuaard— c .lling at St. Helena en route 
- — and remained in tho old l.md about six 
mouths. On returning In Auatralia it 
was with Daniel liundmann, tho Anglo- 
German tragedian anti his wifo, Millicent 
Palmer, who achieved considerable aucoess 



in the Antipodes. Next he took to New 
Zealand the mugiciac and muaioian, Bobsrt 
Heller, with whom he travelled until 1872, 
when appointed direntor of the cnncorta at 
Melbouruo in connection with the Vienna 
International Exhibition. Among tho at- 
tractions retained were tho Tasmania 
soprano. Amy Slierwin ; tho English con- 
tralto, Mary Ellen Christian, and tho cele- 
brated pianist, Mine. Arabella Qoddard. 

Liter on lecture toura were conducted for 
Rev. Charles Clarke, who went through 
Auatralia, the United States,- Canada and 
Cape Colony; Proctor, the astronomer; 
Archibald 'Forbes, war correspondent; 
George Augustas Sala ; Charles Stanley, the 
famous vocalist, and Mme. Marian liurton. 
Afic^rwarda came Henry M. Stanley, Mux 
O'Rell and Paderewskii 

"To sum up," says Mr. Smythe, "I waa 
the first manager who ever took a company 
to Japan ; I waa the first to thoroughly 
traverse India, and the first to cross the 
Orange river in South Africa. I claim to 
have hid a wider exporiencQ than any 
other iniprosaario — in fact I am known all 
over the Coloniea as the 'Much Travelled.' 
Letters sDmotimes rehoh me iuMelbiurne 
with simply that address. I am the only 
manager who deals oxoluaivoly with dtars, 
and I make it a rule alwoya to secure tho 
beat man in his line."

The time alluded to in the above is be- 
fore the Biwnmore raid, which took place 
on January ISth, but tho actions of the 
raiders in both oases, oro aa lawyers say

the men were taken to Port Townscnd and 
there left.

Union ship, and in litse of capture laid 
themselvea open to the same fate that hefel 
the liawnmore raiders. 

DIIAINAGE-PUKK WATKR-UL BAN 
STREETS. 

To THE Editor : — Summer will soon bo 
upon us, and with threatened epidemics all 
over the world, the apparent apathy of our 
municipal authorities, judging by their in- 
action so far, is really deplorable. Why is 
it we cannot have the drainage system put 
through promptly ; a plentiful supply of 
pure water, conaiatent with the ra])idly in- 
creasing dumand, and u thorough system of 
cleansing the streets and gutteia inaugur- 
ated ? 'I'heae are matters that the corpora- 
tion ought to deal with vigorously in order 
to make Victoria a really attractive and 
pleiisaiit resnrt in every sense ; while the 
general beiu-lita to be lierived aro almost 
incalculable. Nature having dealt so gen- 
erously with tlie yueeu City and its sur- 
roundings, surely we ought to feel that 
Providence will still further help those who 
help tliemaelvea it might he well to re- 
nieinbcr, too, that tho thousanda of 'niuists 
heading liilher will carry away impressions 
either good or bad, and the npporiuiiitiea of 
securing >ha former should be taken hold of 
without tho least delay.

THE COLONIAL TIE. 

Thi;ro aro muiiy people in tho world who 
appear to have been htilf aaleep during the 
last twenty years or ao. Ideas that were 
popular a quarter of a century ago they 
believe to bo acceptable now, and they refer 
to systems which were then generally be- 
lieved in as if they had not long ago become 
obsolete. 

One of tlio notions that gained an evan- 
escent popularity iu tho days of John Bright 
tkud other statesmen of the Manchester 
school M as that Great Britain had become 
tired of her cDlouiea and would like to get 
rid of thorn as aoon as possible. " Let then) 
aot up for themselves," it was said by po!i- 
tioiana that wished to be thought moro than 
oommonly liberal and lurgomiuded, "it 
will be best for tbem and best 
for ns." We question whether muny 
of those who used such language 
as this with regard to the eoloniea really be- 
lieved what they .said. We have a suspicion 
th it if any siTioua attempt had been then 
made to disintegrate tho Kmpiro these con- 
temners of colonies would be among the first 
to defend them and to contend for the 
maintenance nf their connection with the 
Empire. At any rate, this attitude was 
soon abandoned by thoughtful ami patriotic 
'British public men. They saw thai it was 

mistake to uudervahio the depoudencies of 
-Qreak Britain, and to believe that she would 
be as great, as powerful, and as highly 
astocmod if they severed their connection 
with her sta she wan when she held dominion 
over thcui. 

Tho small people, however, who echoed 
tho speeches of the Manchester men with- 
out fully understanding their import, con- 
tinued, parrot-like, to repeat what 
they had never fully comprehended. 
Wlien there was any disagreement 
'between the Mother Country and a colony 
these politioiani, both at home and in tho 
'Colonics, spoke liglilly of severing the colo 
nial tic and loudly declared the willingness 
of Great Britain to let any particular colony 
go soon as it felt it to be its interest to 
become independent. Even now in tho 
Dominion, the advocates of annexation aio 
ready to allirm that if Cunadians desire to 
join the United States, Great 15ritaiii will 
make no objection to their oluinge of allegi- 
auco. They evidently forgot that a nev/ 
aohool of public men has risen up in Kug- 
land, who are far from undervaluing the 
-aolonics. Thcso men believe that tho pos- 
session of large colonies ia ono of the chief 
elements of I'higland's greatneaa. And their 
object ia not tc [ru t v.'ith ihcui or to ali( n- 
ato them iu any way, hut to make the 
oonneotion between them and the 
Mother Country closer and more binding. 
These Imperialists are strong in numbers, 
in talent, in rank and in influence, and 
thny are growing atroDgor and moro numer- 
ous every day. Among the chiof of them ia 
Lord Rosohery, a prominent, and after 
Mr. Oladstono the most popular, mondjcr 
of the Liberal parly. At the 5i5th anniver- 
sary of the Royal Colonial Institute held in 
the Hotel Metropole, London, on the Ist 
of tho present month, I/>rd Rosebory, who 
preaided, mudo a lirilltuiit and a mo-it inter- 
esting speech which contained tho following 
passage : 

There are two sohools who view, with some 
apprehension the growth of our Empire. 
Tho first is oonipoaed of those nations who, 
coming Bomowhat late into the field, find 
that (ireat Britain has sonio of the best 
plots alrciidy m irked out. (Langluer. ) 'I'o 
those natloni I will say that they muit re- 
meiuber that our colonies were taken— to 
use a well-ltno.vn expression- at prairie 
value (haightei), and that wo have made 
thoni what th.^y are. Wo may claim that 
whatever lands other nations may have 
touched and rejected ond we have oulti.

(Liughter. ) We have to con- 
sider not what we want now, but what we 
shall want in the future. (Hear, bear.) 
Wo have to consider what countries must 
be developed either by ouraolvta or some 
other nation, and wo iiave to reniember lhat 
it ia purt of our responsibility and heritage 
to take cue that tlie world, as far as it can 
be niouliled by us, shall receive tho 
AugloH.ixon and not another eharii 
ter. (Hear, hear.) I think that we 
as wo atruugle in our parties about (|uestion3 
which are "relatively suuiU, sliould r<:mem 
bes that tho tatk of tho Bt.xtcbni.ui is nut 
merely svith tho present but with the 
future, and that the energies of politicians 
should not be exhaustLd by the mere third 
reiulitins of v.irioua bills. (Ilea-, hear.) 
Wo have to look loru-.uil beyoiul ihooliatter 
of pl.aforiria and the psisaiona of pjrty to 
the fu uro of the race of wliicli ue aro at 
preaent the trusues, and we ahouhl in my 
opinion gi oasly f.iil in the task that has been 
laiil upon ua did we sluink from reapoiiai 
bilitita and decline to take our share in i 
p.atition of tho -world which we have not 
f(jreed on, but which has been forced 
upon us.

Tho exoitemeui; iihout tho diaeusaion t 
the passage in Mr. Clarko Walhice's 
Kingston address, in which ho spcaka of 
the way in which the men of Ulster regard 
tho Home Rule Bill, and wliat they intend 
to do if it ever bocomea law, has no doubt 
raised the curiosity of many Canadians as 
to how the measure now before rarliament 
is really looked upon by Irisli Protestants, 
and if their talk about resistance is mere 
bounce intended only to have a deterrent 
effect upon Englishmen both in and out of 
Parliament. Is tho movement among the 
Irish Protestants against the bill general, 
and do the Ulster men mean what thoy 
say ?

ding gown, not (-o much for present at-

A month ago I read an item in an In- 
diana paper to the effect that "the old 
John Marsh house" had finally boon

Indeed ho had a 
state reputation. lie was then 4" years 
old, a widower and about to bo married 
again. As a lawyer he took advantage 
of ovory circumstonco to get the better of 
tho other side, but as a citizen ho was 
frank and open and free handed. Ho had 
a son of 20, who was at college studying 
medicine, and a daughter of 17, who was 
tho belle of tho town. His maidon sister 
was his housekeeper, and as 1 lived in 
tho fidiily I can truthfully say that no 
home was over more pleasant. Sou, 
daughter and sister seemed to bo entirely 
reconciled to the idea of another mar- 
riage, and the widow to whom Mr. ftlarsh 
was engaged was handsome, accomplished 
and a g neral favorite, in society. 1 had 
been in tho family eight months, and on 
a dozen dillerent occasions I had known 
of tho lawyer giving alms to tramps who 
came along, when one evening about 8 
o'clock a ([ueor looking old woman called 
at the back door and asked for food. Tho 
housekeeper was suffering with toothache 
and petulantly refused tho mendicant's 
reiiuest. The old womrin broke out with 
a tirade of abuse, and lior voice called tho 
rest of us into tho kitchen. She was 
ragged and dirty and old, but by no 
means fooblo. The lawyer was just ready 
to go out, and therefore had an excuse 
for being brusque. The old woman did 
not solicit charity, but demanded it, and 
her manner was so oflensivo that he or- 
dered her off tho grounds. She stood in 
the kitchen door, which was Hung wide 
open, and with the darkness of night as a 
background she pointed a long, skinny 
arm nt tho lawyer and said : 

" I give you an old woman's curse ! 
May you and yours be accursed forever 
and forever ! Aye, may the curse rest 
upon your house and grounds after your 
bones havo become dust !" 

Wo stood staring at her, when the 
coachman came in from tho harn. Tho 
lawyer motioned to him, and ho took the 
old hag by tho arm and walked her to tho 
gate and put her out. She did not strug- 
gle against it, nor did she utter a word 
until she had been thrust out. Thoao of 
ua in tho houao had meanwhile pas8e<l 
from tho kitchen to tho front door, and 
so wo plainly heard what alio said to 
Robert, the coachman, although she did 
not raise her voice. She said : 

"And a curse on you as well! You 
.shall die within a month !" 

" All of us laughed at the woman's 
words. 1 don't believe any one had them 
in mind a (piarter of an hour. We look- 
ed upon her as some jioor and diasijiated 
old wreck living on the outskirts of the 
town who wanted money to buy liquor, 
and whose words wero the natural result 
of her disappointment. It didn't occur 
to us that she was a stransor, and she 
certainly didn't resemble a gypsy in tho 
slightest. Not a W(ird was said about 
her next day, and nothing hajiijened to 
recall her words for a fortnight. Then 
Robert was found dead in tho barn. 
While harnessing tho horses ho had been 
kicked in the head by one of thoni. I 
don't know that we should have thought 
of tho old woman then but for the sister. 
While elio hadn't said anything to any 
one, she had still been greatly worried 
over "the curse," and she now declared 
her belief that Robert's death was the bo- 
ginning of a aeries of caUmitiea. I pro- 
pose to relate things as they occurred and 
leave you to draw your own conclusions. 
For several j'ears the lawyer had had a 
very important case hanging lire in tho 
higher courts, lie iiriiily believed ho 
had justice and e(|uity on his side, [and 
that lie w(mld win. I may tell you that 
it was a suit to oatahlisli ttio validity of a 
claim of a poor man to ovor ?800,000 
worth of real estate in Cincinnati. Tho 
case had doubtless been taken "on shares." 
i-.llliougli lawyers eoldom admit such self 
interest. That case came up two weeks 
after tho coachman's death, and the law- 
j'er lost it. 1 know to a certainty that 
lie was several thousand dollara out of 
pocket, If tho case was not a good one, 
how did it come about in after years that 
the people in possession, with a decision 
in their favor, bought tho iieir off for 
8100,000 I The lawyer was knocked off 
his feet by the decision, and from that 
time on 1 think ho feared "the curao." 
lie asked mo to look about and lind tho 
old woman, and then another queer fea- 
ture was developed. Slio could not be 
found. She had never lived in the town, 
and it turned out that no ono had Boon 
her except tho four of ua. I made a cir- 
cuit of L'i") mil(\s around our town, but I 
positively failed to And anyone who had 
set eyes on her. 

Tho tiling had an uncanny look to me, 
and I was sure it troubled tho lawj'or 
more than ho would admit. It was tho 
IDth of September when the old woman 
uttered her curao. Tho lawyer was to bo 
married on tho L'Oth of November, his 
liirthday. On the 10th of that month 
the daughter was stricken with malignant 
diphtheria and died four days later. 
When lirst taken and before tlio.iiliyaician 
waa sure of tho case, she declared her be- 
lief in the " curse." Tho sad affliction of 
coureo caused a postponement of tho wed- 
ding. The bride elect had made all pro- 
paral.ioiis, and 1 had every reason to iiu- 
lievo tbat it was a love match. After the 
funeral and tho postpojiemenb of the wed- 
ding tho lawyer employed a dotcctivo to 
hunt for tho old wouian. 1 know wdiat 
was going on, and I havo always believed 
that his idea wos to find and propitiate 
her. Slio could not be found, i know 
for a fact that over 000 was paid nut 
before the search was abandoned, but no 
tiaco of her was had. Tho daughter died 
in November. One day in tho early part 
of January a boy. brought a noto to tho 
ofSce of the lawyer. It was a dull, stormy 
da^. and we' .were alone. He read the 
epistle and Ml in a, heap oh the floor. 
Hia promised bride haid written hiih' that 



her feelings had undergone a change, and 
that sho wanted to bo released from tho 
engagoinent. Sho wrote so strongly that 
BIr. Marsh never made an attempt to see 
her. She wont away in a few days and 
in tho spring was married to a man in 
Indianapolis and is living there to-day. 

Tn April I wont away to collogo. Tho 
day after I left V the son Charles re- 
turned home'^-unexpectedly.,' Ho was 
rather a wild ' boy and had taken part in 
somo disgraceful affair at college for which 
ho had been expelled. Wliat happened 
between hiin and his father may bo guoaa- 
od from tho fact that within a wook he 
committed suicide. I have in an old 
acrujibook the finding of the coroner's 
jury as printed in one of the newspapers. 
It vivos "despondency" as the cause of 
his hanging himself in his own bedroom. 
Tho farmer aeonied to take on 10 years in 
a month, and everybody aaid hia mind 
waa ail'ected. He soon ceased to do buai- 
nesa and shut himself uj) from tho world 
like a hermit. It was tho anniversary of 
tho daughter's death before anything else 
important occurred. Then Aunt Ilattie, 
as I had always called the, sister, wroto 
me such a strange letter that I was sure 
her mind was affected, and I hastened 
homo to find that she had disappeared. 
The lawyer was little better than daft, 
not being able to keep his mind for five 
minutes at & time and spending most of 
his hours in the garret of tho house de- 
livering imaginary addresses to imaginary 
courts. It was generally believed that 
tho woman had drowned herself, though 
the body was not found. At this time a 
brother of tho lawyer cauio from Burling- 
ton, I.a., and had him adjudged of un- 
sound mind and took him away to a Chi- 
cago osyluni. Ho had not boon an in- 
mato of tho place two months when ho 
threw himself from a window and was 
killed. 

What I havo told you up to this time 
was common talk, published in three or 
four dillerent papers, and 1 may add that 
nino-tontlis of the jjcoplo believed in the 
old crouo's curse. The house was lirst 
rented to a grocer, who was known to 
everybody as a hard headed man and a 
man with plenty of nervo, and yet after 
six weeks' reaidence in the house he 
moved out. He had leased it for a year. 
I do not know what he may have told 
others, but he informed me, uiulor prom- 
ise of aecrccy, that he believed the house 
to bo haunted. It waa no use to ridicule 
his statements, for he was serious and 
earnest. 'The fact of his moving out 
proved that. He, however, made such 
reasonable excuses to others that he final- 
ly subleased to a stonoyard man named 
Applegato. Tho latter lived there only 
three weeks. Neither ho nor his wife 
would offer any excuse bej'ond that the 
place was r.^ther lonesome, but a daugh- 
ter 20 years old said they had heard foot- 
falls passing through the house until all 
were half scared to death. On several 
occasions, she said, the kitchen door had 
been found open when all wero positive 
that it hud boon locked. 

It was a year before any one else took 
the houao, and it was then vacated !oi 
good. The story got around that it waa 
haunted, and though it was oilercd rent 
free to poor people no ono would move 
into it. When it wos put up at auction 
silc, thoro was only one bid, and so no 
sale wa? eflected. While ready to adiiiil; 
that I half believed in ''the corse" 1 can 
truthfully declare that the stories reach- 
ing mo from time to time regarding tho 
house excited my contempt. For several 
months before the opportunity came I 
was anxious to jiass a night there and see 
what would occur, llouso and grounds 
had long been abandoned to tramp", but 
yet oil certain occasions these tramps had 
made ipieer Btatomonta about what h id 
Iiap]ieiicd there. The windows had been 
broken, tho doors torn away, and the 
once fine old mansion was a bad ivreck 
when I iiiapectod it one afternoon. The 
only two doors left intact wero the sliding 
doors aeiiarating tho parlors. The otliera 
had been used for fuel in the fireplaces. 
1 told no one of 1113' intentions, but at 10 
o'clock that night, armed with a revolver, 
candle and matches, I returned to the 
house and sat down on the floor in a cor- 
ner of the back parlor. There was a 
doorway between this room and the din- 
im; room, and one between tliat and tho 
kitchen. It w.aa a warm night in buiii- 
iner, with never a breath of wind. It 
waa as ijuiet as a graveyard in tho houao 
and about tho grounds. You must not 
think mo boastful when 1 tell you that I 
waa not even shaky. 1 was somewhat 
excited, but not at all nervous. In tho 
first place I believed that all tho ntorios 
lind been grossly oxagijoratod, and in tho 
next 1 was of tho opinion that somo prac- 
tical joker had a hand in the business if 
there was anything iu it. 

From 10 to 1 o'clock nothing happened 
■ — nothing but my going to sleep. 1 heard 
tho town clock strike 12, and I heard tho 
first ([uarler chime. 1 didn't feel sleepy, 
and yet 1 dropped ofl', and about a iiiiiiuto 
after 1 awoko tho clock struck 1. Tho 
sounds of footsteps awolic inc. .Some one 
came up tho graveled w;dk from tho gate, 
passed around to the kitclion door and 
entered. It was a shullling, dragging 
step. It passed across the kitchen, pass 
ed acroaa tho dining room, and I firmly 
expected to see a person in the doorway. 
It was not so dark but I could havo made 
out even a rat. No ono appeared. 1 
crept on hands and knees to the doorway. 
No one could be seen. While I crouched 
thoro tho step went away from mo acl•o^s 
the room and into tho kitchen to the 
back door. I followed on tiptoe clear to 
tho bock door. I stood in tho doorway 
while; tho footstojia passed down the gtri- 
voled walk and wero lofit at tho gate. 
Whose footsteps >. You tell ! 1 rotiiniotl 
to tho parlor and sat down. In about 10 
minutes somo ono slowly dosceuded tho 
front stairs. There wore no front doors. 
I rose up, tiptoed into the front parlor 
and thence into the hallway. Nothing 
was to bo seen. After a minute the foot- 
falls echoed down tho liall leadint; to tlio 
dining room. I followed after. 1 seem- 
ed to bo almost over tliom. Had thoro 
baen a person there 1 should havo bump- 
ed against him. Down tho hall, through 
the dining room, across the kitchen and 
down tho graveled walk to tho cate. 
Thus 1 followed tho footfalls and saw 
notliinr; but tho gloom of tho night, Peo- 
ple had told of hearing women weep, of 
sighs and !.'ro;iiis and curses, of sudden 
drafts of cold air and the Hoiiiida of blows. 
1 heard nothing but tho footfalls. I went 
away not , because I was afraid, but bo- 
Cttuae I Itad found out all I could. In a 
year or two inore a part of the roof fell 
inj^ndTthe house was a sort of ruin, 



wherein tramps skulked away when hard 
pressed for lodgings. After years and 
years ono of them started a conflagration 
and perished in tho flaiiio. Whoso skolo- 
ton did they find? 1 believe it waa "Aunt 
Hattia's." 1 believe tho half crazed law- 
yer killed her and hid tho body somo- 
where in the walla. That's all. You can 
smile in derision or -speculate on it as a 
mystery. > ■ '"i;''- ;;'.l-v'v''''-;'

At midnight tho scouts caiuo in with 
information that they had discovered an 
Indian' village' a few miles away, and two 
hours later the officers passed about from' 
tent to tent and aroused the sleeping 
men. Horses wore brought iu and sad- 
dled, aniinunilion overhauled and sabers 
buckled on, and 70 of ua rode (|uietly 
away ovor tho pKiiis toward the foothills. 
There was plenty of time, and tho horses 
v.'cro not pressed beyond a walk. Just 
as day began to dawn wo halted. While 
wo sat waiting we could hoar the bells of 
tliu Indian ponies and the barking of 
dogs, and once the crying of a child was 
wafted to our ears across tho volley. 

" AVo shall charge right into tho village. 
Don't lire upon any of tho squaws unleaa 
they take part in the fight. Keep to- 
gether and mind the buglo calla !" 

So the order came down tho lines, and 
10 minutes later daylight was strong 
enough for ua to make out the wigwams. 
Wo rode forward a few hundred yards, 
and then the bugle sounded the "charge," 
and away wu daahed. 

INIililary reports have told you liow it 
was. The Indians had .somehow been 
warned and wero lying in ambush in tho 
dry ravine in front of the camp. We 
were staggered — checked — slaughtered — 
routed ; two Indians killed and two 
wounded ; 30 out of 70 troopers loft lying 
therein front of the ravine — all deader 
dying> thank Ood, when the fight was 
ovei;, oxce])t Corporal .Jim. He had been 
thrown from his horse and stunned. 
When he recovered coiisciouaneas, ho waa 
a prisoner in the Indian cimp. 

Corporal Jim is an old veteran of tho 
war, and this is not the first time he has 
encountered hostile Indians. There are 
seven notchea cut into the stock of hia 
carliitio. Each one stands for a warrior 
he has sent to tho happy hunting grounds. 
Ho does not say this, but all of us know 
it to bo ao. Ho has novor uttered a boast, 
but we know that he is brave to recklesa- 
ness. As he lies on the grass, bound 
hand and foot, with the warriors dancing 
about him with bloody scalp locks iu their 
hands, Corporal .lini groans aloud. As 
they lift him up and point to the dead 
and mutilated bodies 011 which tho squaws 
and children are still wreaking veiigeanco 
Corporal Jim turns pale, and a faintness 
steals away his strength. 

A prisoner in the hands of the Apaches! 
That means death. Ten thouaand dollars 
in gold would not ransom him. If tho 
chief of that village knew that ovory liv- 
ing son in it would bo wiped out in ro- 
veiigo, ho would not spare hia priaonor. 
Not death by bullet or stroke of toma- 
hawk, but death aftor hours and hours of 
torture — such torture aa only tho merci- 
less Apaches know how to inflict and pro- 
long. They have ever been called the 
devils of earth. They are born with tho 
ferocity of tho tiger ; they aro reared to 
bo merciless ; they are trained to torture 
and kill ; they die happy if they can first 
inflict a doalhblnw. 

As the lines aro formed and Coriioral 
Jim ia unbound and conducted to tho 
head cf them ho knows what is coming. 
Ho is tn run tho gauntlet. That is al- 
ways a preliininaiy. It is to whot the ap- 
jietites of the warriors for tho feast to 
conio. On ilia right is Red [3ird, a sub- 
chief. With his own hands Corjioral .Jim 
bound up tint chief's wound on a field of 
battle, gave him to drink from his canteen 
and defended him against the exasperated 
froo])er who wanted to finish him. Has 
tho Apacho forgotten tho incident I His 
eyes flash lire, and there is murder in liis 
look. Gratitude in an Apache ! As well 
hope for it in a hyena ! On his left is 
young Gray Eagle, the only son of a great 
chief. A year ago when we charged a 
village the boy was wounded and captur- 
ed. It was Corporal Jim who hod him 
in charge for six wcel<a, showing him 
every kindness and consideration. Aye, 
it was the corporal who jileaded so hard 
for his prisoner that vigilance was relaxed 
and (J ray Eaglo escaped from the fort. 
He is impatient for the torture to begin. 
He would inflect it with his own hand if 
permitted. 

There is no hope for Corporal Jim. Ho 
will bo carried on tho rolls as " miasing — 
supposed to bo dead." Around the 
camiilirea for a year to come the boys 
will mention his name in whiapora and 
hope that he waa dead before the red de- 
mons reached him. It is high noon. Tho 
sunshine never seemed ao mellow, tho 
sky so bluo, the distant mountains so 
grand. Tliore is a shout along tho lines. 
Tho Indians aro impatient for the torture 
to begin. Tho corporal is a brave man, 
and a man in his prime. Ho will last for 
hours and afford thorn a feast. They have 
lot go of his arms, and lie is standing 
alone and waiting for tho signal to start. 
The signal is given, and as a yell rends 
tho air Corporal .Tim jumps to the left, 
wrenches a tomahawk from the hands of 
a warrior, and next instant he is flying 
over the ground with the speed of a horse. 
Thirty warriors rush after him ; .'iO more 
niouut their ponies and pursue. 

.Somo day when those red devils ore 
again being fed apd clothed at govern- 
ment expense and complaining of their 
"wrongs" tlioy will tell us the rest of the 
.story. They w'ill not exult as they tell 
it. They ovorhaiih;<l Corjioral .) ini, and 
he turned at bay and fought ho desperate- 
ly that they had to finish him then and 
there. Ho did not die alone, and those 
who tell us might show tho scars of 
wounds inflicted by him in that last des- 
perate struggle if they would. No man 
knows wdiero ho lies. The Apaclios dig 
no graves for their enemiea. 'The wolvoa 
and the vultures aro given everything but 
tho scalp. But wo raised a mound to him 
in the desolate graveyard to the west of 
tho fort, and it ia there to-day among the 
graves of the soldier dead : 

" Corporal Jim I" 

No other name— no date — no epitaph. 
God will know wliero lies the dust of his 
bones when the last trumpet sholl sound.

ILLICIT BUSIKES^J. 

What the Late Commander of the AVolcott 
Thinks on tho SuUiect— Ills ' 
Snggestlous . 

Sas Fihn<'Isco, March 2,"). — Captain I). 
T. Tozier, of the U. 8. revenue cutler Wol- 
cott, rocently arrived froni Paget Sound 
ouatoma station at Port Towusc;ud, whence 
tho Government transferred him to Now 
York harbor, where he will pro- 
ceed in a few days. " I was 
ap|)oiiited by the (ioveriimcnt some 
time ago to fake cruiiiiiaiul of the 
Wolcott," said Csipt. I'ez tr, " and proceed- 
ed to Paget Siiunri to uaaist iu breaking up 
the illicit trallic in opium and Cliiueae 
whieh H as being carried on. When I ar- 
rived there I found that opium und Chineae 
woro beiug'eniuggled over the bonier by the 
shipload. The lleet was iuadt(iuate to 
Cope with the sniaggiers, and even 
when tlio Wolcott was stationed there, 
wo found it almtisl inipoaaihle to iuterteru 
with tho buaiuess. Afier I hud been 
stationed theie a short while 1 made a com- 
plete atudy of the subject , lu^d iiiiide trips 
to tho Canadian border. I found that large 
rings were openly carrying on tho illicit 
buainesa, in one place over one thousand 
pounds of opium were manufactured 
;uid uhipped away every year, 
owner of tw> or ^,^^0 all this wont- to ■ wos o quebtion 
lor Uculel by j I had not boon on the 

station long, however, before I learned thai 
not much opium is uicd in that aeclion, and 
as very littio was shipped duty paid to the 
United States, I concluded that it wm sent 
to this country by illegal means. I re- 
ceived information that myaterions crafts 
made nightly cruises from Barclay Sound, 
Vancouver Iiland and then down to 
American waters. I soon learned that 
these myaterioua tirsfta were doing illicit 
buaineas. 'i'h«y all lly the British II ig, and 
we could ,,(,1, legally cjntiBcvtu them 60 long 
a*! I'ncy did not como williiu twelve milts 
of shore. Smugglers take advHnt,ige of 
this, and of the fact than the fleet is in- 
aiieiiliatc, eo they carry on smuggling 
wiilmui much danger of arrest. Tho 
customs (diiciala stationed on the Sound 
are doing everything in their power to put 
a still) til the trallic, and tho work of soinu 
of the men ia worthy of much praise. What 
ia needed is two more fleet revenue cutters 
to ply up and down the coast and follow 
those boats when they get into American 
waters, and seizs them when they got 
^ithin the shore line.

Aa long 
ago as 1880, ]\Ir. Hannny showed dia- 
mond-like crystals wliicli had boon form- 
ed on boating under grout jircssuro, in an 
iron tube, a nii.xturo of litliiuui, Luii]i- 
blacli, esaenco of panilliu, imd bone oil. 
The nitrogeiioua compounds of tho last 
substance wore supposed to havo played 
an important part. M. Henri ftioisaa.ri 
has now obtained carbonado, or black 
diamond, and oven some minute crystals 
of tho colorloBS goin, by a process in 
wliicli carbon from suga'r is dissolved in a 
mass of iron and allowed to crystallize 
our under liigli pressure. The pressure 
is produced by the expansion of iron dur- 
ing condensation. The carbon is strong- 
ly compressed in an iron cylinder closed 
with a screw stopper, then a quantity of 
soft iron is molted in an electric furnace, 
and tliu cyliruler is plunged into it.

Sic Matt. B. Begbie, L.J.A.— On the 
morning of tho 4tli November last, tho 
atoainer Mimdti, Oaptniu Roberts, with a 
full c;ui,'o and W or 60 passengers, 
was on hor roL;iilar trip from Victoria to 
Clayoqiiot, t.illino ainoiii; other place.s, at 
Mr. iSutton':) sottluuieut, in Teulet. 
She ])a.s,sod (."ai)e Boale about 5 a.m., 
l)ut, owiiii; to Ihu fou', could not seo the 
light. Uwing Lu tho same cause .she 
abandoned her usual course in clear 
■weather, viz. : through the iutricnto hut, 
smooth iiinor-wator channels of Barclay 
Sound, luid st'jod .-icrosa tii C'apu Flattery. 
As so(jii aH Bho heard ITatlery whistle, 
alio made for the western entrance of 
liarclay ^iound. Tlio lir.st thnij,' she 
made out- w.is I'lack Juick, at a tlistaueo 
of onodmlf mile. Oil closing up to 
Black Hock she saw a ship lying at 
jinchor inside, being tho C. V. Sargent, 
Cai)t:iiii Snow (now libLdled), on a voyage 
from San Francisco to Port Angeles. 
The sliii) Iioi.sted a signal, but before pay- 
ing any attention to it, tho Maude, wish- 
ing tu ascertain hor e.xact posi- 
tion, and not being ((uito sure 
of Black Hock or any of the 
rocka (owing to iho fog), endeavored to 
niako Ilouiul Island, where there is a 
beacon., easily identifiable. Finding her 
first signal unnoticed the ship beijan toot- 
inn on her horn, but tho Mamlo ciui- 
tinuod her courso till, recognizing tho 
beacon, she knew that she had rightly 
judged Black Rock, and returned to tho 
ship. After informing the captain, in 
answer to his inquiries, that he was olf 
the entrance of Barclay Sound, and re- 
fusing (on account of his freight and pas- 
sengers) to tow liini to a port, Captain 
Eoberts undertook to tow him out of his 
position into the ojioii sea whonco he 
could give liiui directions to proceed on 
his voyage. It was also, after various 
oilers and refusals, agreed that the 
-amount payable for these services was to 
be loft to tho respective owners. But, a 
very few minutes after this hud been 
agreed to by both parties, Captain 
Snow wished to add a stipulation that in 
no casu was tho anion lit to o-\ceed £!i")0(); 
and ho says that Cajitaiii Roberts, from 
the deck of his steamer, ge.stieul.-Ued as- 
sent, and shouted ' all right''; Captain 
Roberts insisting that his gesticulations 
meant dhsseiit, and that ho shouted back a 
refusal to add anything to what was al- 
ready iigrecd upon. And this is contirnu d 
by those on hoard tho MiUide, who could, 
much lietlcr than Captain Snow, he.'U- 
what it was that Captain Roberts really 
.said. 1 am of opinion that tho defeiid- 
aiita fail to provo any a.ssent to this 
further stipulation; and so the amount cf 
remuneration was either by agreement 
left to tho respective owners, who now 
cannot aorec; or tdse. if tho liist stipula- 
tion wore coii.sidered by Captain Snow to 
be a nuci-'.sa-uy term of tho agreement, 
thoro was no concludod agreement at idl. 

In either Ciise, the iiartie.s now failing 
to agree ujion an amount, it falls upon 
the Court to say what is a proper ro- 
munoration. And the iir.st thing to be 
determined is, whether such remunera- 
tion is to bo made as for a salvage ser- 
vice, or simple towage; tho plaintili'a 
chviming as for the first; tho defendants 
allouiiig Lhat it was nothing but ordinary 
towage. 

Salvage means rescue from t-hreateiied 
loss or injury. If tho ship were in no 
danger, there could bo no salvage. If 
she ■were in danger, then the rescuers 
cam a salvage rowiird, which, on the 
grounds of |iijblie policy, is to be liberal; 
but wliich v.irii'S very much according t'. 
the iiiiiniiieiice of thcdanger to the shi|) on 
one hand, and tho skill and enterprise 
and danger of tho rescuers on tho other 
hand. But the question of the ship's 
danger is the first thing to be considered. 
On a service of towing, for instance, the 
tug may display both skill and eiiter- 
jirise, and oxi/i.)Se herself to lisk, but if 
the siiip bo towed merely for tho sda>of e-\- 
liedition, and iiotto lakoheroutof danger, 
actual or impending, it is towage merely, 
and not salvage. And tho Court is to 
judge whether the danger really existed, 
and not the parties themselves. 

Now, what was tho position of the 
ship out of which the INIaude undertook 
t(/ tow hor ? Captain Snow tells us, that 
having left San Fniiicisco, a few days bo- 
h)ro, ii, hi.s ship of nearly i,700 tons, 
with crow of 1'2 moii bLfore tho mast, 
bound for Port Angeles, ho found on the 
early morning of tho 4th November, that 
ho had completely lost his way — was in 
utter ignorance whcrciibonta ho had got 
to. lio had boon wandering and drifting 
about \i it h liudit airs and a fog, wliidi 
prevented any (diseiviitions for two or 
three days previously. lio had never 
been in Harclay Sound before, though he 
ho had lieon to Victoria and Nanaimo; 
he had no chart except one quite out of 
date, on a small scale, and almost, if not 
(piito, u,'<ole,s3 for tho purposes of naviga- 
tion -vvitliin the intricate channels of 
Barclay Sound, into wliic-h, without Icnuw- 
ing it, ho had drilled; sailing first north 
andthensuuth, without knowing whoru ho 
was or whithor ho was going. At (h.'iO 
a.m., he ■\m running northeast with 
a light wind from southeast, wlion ho saw 
land right ahead. He immediately wore, 
■ and proceeded on a southwest courso for 



an hour and a half or two Iiour.s, tho 
wind dying out, when, on tho fog lifting a 
little, he saw enough to make him im- 
mediately drop both his anchors, run- 
ning out 76 fathoms on the one and 60 
fathoms chain on the other. Wliat in- 
duced him to do this? Ho could not 
have tho least notion of tho bott(Jin 
under him; it might have been rock, and 
(10 fathoms deoj); in fact thoro aro 50 or 
GO fathoms marked not very far from tho 
place where ho was. What was lhat 
place ? 

According to the evidence of the plain- 
tills, tho ship was lying near a point 
about ei lui-distaiil from Black Rock on 
the south, and Starlight Reef on the 
west, liaviiit; lleddiiigton Reef and 
(ircat Bear Rock on tho north; and west- 
ward of a lino drawn fr-.ini Black P.ock to 
Great Bear. A ship coming down from 
the northeast with a light, dying air from 
-southeast, as Captain Snow describes, 
with the westerly current mentioned by 
some of the witnesses, might easily lind 
lier-silf just abipiit that spot; and the 
fog ri-sing a little would show an almost 
uninterruptod semi-circ'o of broken 
water, completely embaying the ship, 
e-\eept oij tho (|uarter by which both the 
u iiid, such as it was, and the current 
f. i bade her escape. lam advised that un- 
der those circumstances, in order to save 
the shii) from the visible bre.-dcers, it was 
prudent so.-uiiaiiship to t'ast -uichor with- 
out wasting an}' time ill ex-iminuig the 
ground; liut that iiiiiiiiiieiil thur-er is the 
only apparent ground for such a man- 
O'uvro. And if the ship had been in 
any of tho four iiositions alleged by 
Captain Snow (to bo presently men- 
tioned), inasmuch as thoro would iu that 
case have been clear open water ahead of 
him, and none of the rocks above nion- 
lioiiei! would even have been sighted, 
(about half a mile wi'.s probably about the 
sight limit in the fog that morning, ;it 
that distance frcuii tho shore, though one 
or two of the Sargent's crew speak of two 
or three miles), thoro is no conceivable 
reason why he should have cast his an- 
chor at all, or why he did not continue 
<ui his S. \V. course. 

Tho four p isiiions just mentioned arise 
thus. Captain Snow docs not admit 
that tho sh'p's jiosition is accurately al- 
leged by tho plaintill's. I lo says that in 
tho courso of conversation liotwcen himself 
and the captain of tho ISlando, while his 
own ship was getting ready to weigh her 
anchors, ho learned for tho first time that 
ho was olf tho vyestem entrance to Bar- 
clay Sound, and 'obtained the names of 
tho dilVoront rocks in tho neighbin^hood — 
his own cli.-irt of liarclay Sound being on 
too small a scale to contain half their 
names. From these rocks he took many 
cross bearing.s, the result being to place hn 
ship, hesays,fromamilo lu a mile and ahalf 
to tho eastward of the position described 
by tho plaintiffs. Of course, if the ship 
had been whore her captain alleges, sho 
woulil h-'ive boiMi in little or no danger; 
and so thoro could have boon no salvage 
service pei fornied- The only wonder is, 
why, if so far from tho rocks, sho should 
have repeatedly demanded the plaintilfs 
services, or why she should have cast 
anchor at all, or wanted a tug at all. 
Sho iniglit liavo wantod to know where 
sho was. But when tho assessors plotted 
out tho cross be;iiings, of wdiich Cantain 
Siniw look no less than four, it a[)poard 
that i',(i two rjf the points of iiiter.si'ct ion 
coincide. There aro therefore no less 
than four |)ositions of tho ship, as thus 
shown, some of ihiuii throo-quarlers of a 
mile apart, 'fhis o.vtraordiiiary di.^crei)- 
ancy in a part of the case wdiich was 
very sirongly relied on, and announced 
with an air of great particularity, throws 
L;re:it doubt over the accuracy of Captain 
Snow's recidlections and observati- ns in 
other rospect.s. Ami these alleged and 
uncorroborated observations by a com- 
plete stranger scarcely deserve to be con- 
sitlored or weighed against tho direct 
evidence of tho captain and engineer of 
tho Mando and of Mr. Sutton, a hottler 
on L'ciilet Inlet, who knew B.arclay 
Sound well, having traversed it in 
steamers, in canoes and in a steam 
launch, and who li.appened to be a |ias- 
Bonijer on board tho Maude. Besides 
which, the fact admitted by both parties 
that the Maude began to tow S.E. and 
afterwards edged away to S. and S. W. , 
is entirely consistent with the 8lii[i'3 
position as alleged by tho plaint ill's, but 
from the [xisilion stated by the defend- 
ant there was nothing to prevent her 
stooring south at once. There is no 
doubt that the service of getting the 
shi[) out of her dilliculties, and pi icing 
hor in tho open sea, with sullicicnt direc- 
tions as to her future course, was well 
and Bulliciontly performed by tho Maude. 

It was, indeed, argued for the defend- 
ants that tho ship, oven if in the position 
assigned by tho pluintiffs, was in no dan- 
ger ; for that if a westerly wind should ari le 
(and the wind actually came strmg 
from the westward early next mortiiiig 
near Port .\iigeles), she eiaild have 
e.-isiiy sailed out. In the lirsl place it is 
to be (diserve.l that the argument com- 
pletely misconceives the meaning of the 
word "danger." The argument seoins to 
admit that every other wind would have 
been fatal. And a position which loaves 
(Uily cnie cliaii e of escaping destruction, 
and that chance ile|iciuiiiig entirely upon 
one ]iarticular i lianjo of wind, is in the 
view of this iMiiirl, d.;uigoroiis in the ex- 
treme. 'I'he force anil direction of the 
wind experienced by the ship lOU miles 
away, off I'ort Angeles, is not at all de- 
cisive — is scarcely a guido for guesuiig 
tho nature or direction of tho wind at 
tho western entrance of Barclay Sound. 
Noiliing is more common than to stand 
on Beacon Hill -.villi a fairly strong west 
wind, and watch the smoke of a forest 
fire on Iho op|)osito side i-if the Strait, 
scarcely liO miles away, rajiiiUy carried 
towards the Pacihc, exactly in a con- 
tr iry direction to tho wind on Vancouver 
Island, on the norch side of the Strait. 
Tho evidence of witnesses who were in 
the neighborhood that night shows that 
the wind tln.'ro was either S- uv S- \V. 
But this is very immaterial. 1 am not 
sat sfied how the wind was that night at 
the point from whence tho ship had been 
towed. What is more material is this, 
that with the most favorable wind 1 do 
not think sho could have taken advan- 
tage of it. There is ovory ground for 
believing that (!aptaiii .Snow used all 
possible expedition in raising hia anelKU's 
n tho 4th Novonibor, yet he was four 
hours getting them aboard, even with 
the assistance of the Maude towing the 
ship up to her anchors in order to got 
the last of them on board. . How could the 
ship have raised them in time to sail out, 



even if tho wind had changed to tho 
west and fi-eshoned .snddenly, as Captain 
Snow says it did 1 Sho might have 
slipped them, it is true; but she would 
have been in a sorry plight without an 
anchor, and the first vessel from whom 
she borrowed ono might perhaps have 
claimed as for a sidvage service. iS'or 
wiiukl her troubles havti been nearly 
over, nm^ would she have been nearly 
out of danger, even if she had got free 
from hor iinmediato oiitiniglement. The 
assessors aio of opinion that with tho 
fairest wind it would have recpiired good 
seamanship, with a well found crow and 
a knowledge of hor starting point, to 
have evaded the dangers, of which she 
know absolutely nothing, which lay to 
tho eastward and soutli-eastw.-ird. As- 
suming that her captain had the reipiis- 
itu seiuiiansliii), all tho other rccpiisitcs 
wore absent. To describe such a position 
as i|uite safe, because she was not at tho 
moiiiont in instant danger of sinking or 
drifting, is to misuse language. She 
might, of courso, havu ultimately been 
w.ifled harmlessly iuid ignorantly out of 
that triangle, as she hail biani, in fact, 
wafted harmlessly and ignorantly into it. 
I'erlia]is the one event was not imiro uii- 
lilcely than the other; and of course the 
second event might have happened, as 
well as tho lirst. But iu the opinion of 
the assessors, in which 1 quite coin- 
cide, she was on the morning 
of tho 4th Novonibor in iniininent 
diui'.;er of ln'c-iming a total loss. And 
houcver ('.ipi. Siiow may now make light 
of his pi^.sil ion, as men are apt to do of a 
danger that is past, 1 am quite clear that 
he tliought at the lime ho was in a most 
iumiinont danger, or he 'never would lot 
go bet h his anchors; nor wimld ho otherwise 
have repeatedly, by ensign and fog hiu'ii, 
called for assistance. .And we all think 
that the C. l<\ .Sargent w.-is just in such a 
posi ion as that a jii^udoiit owner or 
master would willingly have accepted the 
services of a tug and pilot (for it is be re- 
muniborod that the .Alaudo rendered both 
services — the one raijilit have been of lit- 
tle avail but for tho other), knowing that 
ho would have tu requite such service 
with a salvor's reward. 

ThodefoiiiJanis urge that tho ship might 
have lain there in [lerfect safety till she 
could summons a tug, and th;it Capt. .Snow 
could have taken a boat to Cariuanah or 
Capo Boalo, only twelve or thirteen miles 
distance, and telegraphed thence to Vic- 
toria. The suggestion seems absurd. Tho 
captain had not the least idea whore ho 
himself was, or where or in what direc- 
tion either Ca[)0 Boale or Carniaiiah lay. 
For all bo knew, they might have been 
fifty miles oil'. How could ho have gone 
on so mad an errand ! Then it was sug- 
gested that tuga were oftpn in that vicin- 
ity. But thu contrary is the notorious 
fact; tugs seeking employment go, it is 
true, beyond Cape Flattery, but they al- 
ways expect their customers from tho 
southward. .Scarcely once in a year would 
a eliane.i sailing ahi]) w.-uiting a I ug bo 
met coming from the north, and t he very 
perilous iiosition (jI the ahi|) did not ad- 
mit of delay. One of defendant's own 
witnesses, who said ho had once ap- 
proached Barclay Sound, admitted that 
ho had not been nearer than seven or 
ei°ht miles oiF and thought that 
quite near enough. Fortunately 
for Capt. Snow, the same fog which 
!i:ul drivijii him out of his course, Inid 
C(Hnpclled the -M aude delberately to alter 
hers, and by the merest chance in the 
workl, brounlii; her right down on the 
ship, ao close as to be seen. A quarter of 
a mile faithop off, and neither of them 
probably would ever have known of the 
(jther's vicinity. 

'J'lie service then being a salvage, we 
have to consider tho amount of rouiunora- 
tion; there being no concluded agreement 
between the parties. Tho dofendants 
have paid S.OOO into court; and they urge 
that as 850 per diem would bo sullicioiit 
cliarter money for tho Maude, poUO is 
fully ample for a service which only de- 
tained her eight ur nine hours. But the 
mere expense out of pocket of a salvor is 
never much considered in estimating the 
value of tho service rendered. Tho moat 
important services may be rendered with- 
out the expenditure of a shilling or the 
loss of a quarter of an hour's time by the 
salvor; o. g. , by giving a course, or infor- 
mation of locality by word of mouth, or 
giving 'i load by sailing ahead of one or 
more ships; all of which would be lost, in 
an intricate channel, but for the lead; 
that is a salvage service; and it was per- 
foi mod by tho Maude in addition to the 
mere physical motive power which she 
lent lo tho ship, to eiiidjle her to re.-ich 
the line of safety. The M-uido was not 
liiere si'eking such service ; she wascrowd- 
0(1 with freight and pa-iseiigers, on her 
fortnightly trip to the West Coast. Tho 
Court leans against the hirgo claims somo- 
times made by professional tugs and 
pilots; they aro generally confined to the 
t.'irilf scale for their professional services. 
But the case is dili'creiiL with respect to 
pure vidiinleers, who cannot be expected 
to W')rk fiu^ mere tarilf allowance. Nor 
is it at all cle;ir on the evidence jiroduced, 
that tho .Sargent could have procured a 
tug from Victori.i or Port Townsoiid, 
without aid from tho Maude. Wiilnmt 
information from the Maude, the captain 
could not have retichod any telegraph sta- 
tiim. He neither know wdioro he was, 
nor where the telegraph was. 'fbo Maude 
.■nuid li.ive taken a letter, eng-'iging a tu-j 
froiii Victoria, but that tug could not 
have re-icliod the slii]i withouL inforiua- 
tion derived from the Mando. And if a 
regular tug charges 87UO for going from 
Oape Flattery to Nanaimo and back, 
( which is what the defendant and his wit- 
neaaea jiroved), and S?OoO from P<n^t j\u- 
geles lo Nanaimo and hack to Capo Flat- 
tery, it may well bo doubted whether 
such a tug would have gone from Victoria 
or Port Angeles to the Black Rock 
just opposite Capo Flsttery and 
back for so small a sum as 850O. I look 
upon tho $300 jiaid into court as barely 
autlicient for a towage servico. The Maude 
was of small size, 1)5 tons; tho ship was 
1701 tons gross. Tho Maude consequently 
had to put on all her power, against the 
current and wind, in the heavy swell, so 
that though her engines were racing, yot 
alio could not relievo them. Then tho 
delay in the ship in getting hor anchor up, 
also caused risk. If anything had given 
way, ill the Maude's oni;ino, she would 
have been in sumo risk, aa alio was not 
fitted to [jass tho night at sea if disabled, 
nor was she rigged ao as to enable her ti.i 
seek shelter under sail. Fortunately her 
engines stood tho strain, and sho did 
reach shelter; but she did not reach her 
destination until niaxt day, losing a whole 



twenty- four hours; though the actual tow- 
ago only lasted an hour and ahalf. Tho 
Maude, therefore, alio«ed both skiU and 
enterprise, and incurred some appreci- 
able risk, and the ship derived great bene- 
fit from her service a»d did not lose a 
rope yarn. I do not think that 
any insurance company wouhl, in the ab- 
sence of a tug, have uiulerwrilteii a pidiey 
on her for less that 10 per cent, premium; 
and there wore thu lives of all on board 
at stake. Tho ahij) being v.-ilued for tho 
purposes of this action at § 0,( 00, I do 
not think leas than §12,000 would bo asuf- 
licient acknowledgment of tho advantage 
to tho ship's owners from the local knr>«l- 
edge and steam jiowor furnished by the 
Maude. There will bo judginont for 
that sum, with coats. If there is • any 
dillieulty about tho disposal oft the sal- 
vage money, application can be made to 
mo in clianibors. 

I alone am, of course, responsible for 
this judgment; but it is founded on the 
advice, upon tiautical matters, of the 
two gentlemen wo have Ijceti fortunate 
enough to have as assessors, with wlnmi, 
1 am happy to say, I have agreed 
thrmighout.
